RECOMMENDATION FOR COUNCIL ACTION

Subject: Approve an ordinance amending Section 12-4-24 of the City Code to establish a maximum speed limit of
25 miles per hour on residential streets within the area bound by Comal Street, Chestnut Avenue, Manor Road, and
Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard. The Blackland Neighborhood Association is part of this area.

Amount and Source of Funding: Funding in the amount of $4,600 is avallable in the Fiscal Year 2005-2006
Operating Budget of the Public Works Department for the installation of necessary signs.

Fiscal Note: There is no unanticipated fiscal impact. A fiscal note is not required.

In 2005, the Legislature amended the Texas Transportation Code to allow a aty to set a speed limit lower than 30
miles per hour, but not less that 25 miles per hour, on a highway if:

«the highway is not an officially designated or marked highway or road in the state highway system; sthe highway
is 35 feet or less in width; evehicular parking is not prohibited on one or both sides of the street; and sthe highway
has less than four lanes used for vehicular travel. The Blackiand Neighborhood Association has requested that the
City Council lower the speed limit along the residential streets in the area bound by Comal Street, Chestnut
Avenue, Manor Road, and Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard. Most of the streets within the area are eligible under
state law for a 25 mile per hour speed limit. The exceptions are Real Street between Alexander Avenue and Miriam
Avenue, Miriam Avenue between Real Street and Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard, Chestnut Street between Manor
Road and Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard, Chicon Street between Manor Road and Martin Luther King Jr.
Boulevard, Comal Street between Manor Road and Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard, and Alexander Avenue
between Manor Road and Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard, because these streets are wider than 35 feet. They are
not included in the recommended Code changes.

Staff recommends that Section 12-4-24 be amended to add the following streets to the list of streets with a
maximum speed limit of 25 miles per hour. 20th Street between Comal Street and Chestnut Avenue 21st Street
between Comal Street and Maple Avenue 22nd Street between Concho Street and Alexander Avenue Alamo Street
between Manor Road and Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard Cedar Avenue between Rogers Avenue and Martin
